Chattanooga, Tenn., December 6.— 
(Special.)—Charles E. James, proml- 
nent local financier, has offered $3,- 
000,000 for the Nashville. Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad prop- 
erty owned by the State of Georgia 
it was learned today. 

In the event Mr. James’ propost- 
tion is accepted by the state of Geor- 
zia he will donate to the city the right 
to open Broad street, extend Eleventh. 
and widen Ninth, 20 feet. 

In his communication to Governor 
Clifford Walker, of Geurgia, James 


| proposes to pay $1,000,000 cash, and 
| the balance in ten years, interest to 


he paid at the rate of 5 per cent on 
$5,000,000. The state of Georgia will 
realize $150,000 a vear at this rate of 
interest. Should the state of Geor- 
fia be required to pay the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad 
company $25,000 a year, a net income 
of $125,000 a year is assured. Should 
the notes be paid in advance Georgina 
could loan the money for 5 per cent 
and realize a Jarge sum with whicb 
to develop the state, 
Will Open Streets. 

Mr. James refused to comment re- 
gi.rding the proposition he has sup- 
mifted to the Georgia governor other 
than to state that he would donate 
the city the right to extend Eleventh 
Street should his propsition be accept- 
ed. In-the letter sent to Governor 
Walker no mention of the- proposea 
extension of Eleventh street was 
made, due to the fact that the dis- 
position of the property after it 1s 
sold to Mr. James is of no. parties 
ular importance to the state of 
Georgia.

Califernia will continue to be in- 
fected by plague for years to come, 
because of infected squirrels and 
rats, according te Cummings. 

“This reservoir of plague in the 
United States should ever be kept in 
mind and vigilance in maintaining 
squirrel-free. zones around rat infest- 
ed cities in these infected communi- 
ties should uever be relaxed.” 

Despite the inroads of economy, the 
past year showed steady progress in 
prolonging the average term of life, 
Cummings said. ‘This now stands 
at 56 years, as compared to 41 years 
in 1870, 25 years in 1800 and 17 to 
20 years prior to 1700. 

Urges Vaccination. 

Cummings said that smallpox re- 
mains the most widely distributed 
plague in the world due largely to 
neglect ot vaccivation and re-vaeccina- 
tion. About one-fifth of all small- 
pox in the world last year was in 
the United States.

~FULEVOTE GIVEN 
FROM TEN STATES 


Washington, December 6.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The vote for the 
three leading presidential candidates 
in the last election in ten of the 
largest states totaled 16,530,042, ac- 
cording to figures received here from 
secretaries of state after the official 
canvass. The official figures for all 
states have not yet been received. 

President Coolidge received 9,991,- 
953 votes in those ten states,; John} 
W. Davis, 4,372,635, and Senator La 
Follette, 2,165,459. The states are 
New York, Illinois, Pennsylvania, 
Olio, Michigan, Massachusetts, In- 
diana, New Jersey, Missouri and 
lowa. In each of them President 
Coolidge received more than half a 
million votes. In the 1920 election 
these states cast 14,457,104 votes, of 
which President Harding received 9,- 
SO5.778 and James M. Cox 4,601,- 
326. 

Analysis of the statistics indicate 
Senator La Follette drew slightly 
more from the republicans than from 
the democrats. Coolidge received 60.4 
per cent of the total vote in November 
in the ten states, Davis 26.4 per cent 
and La Follette 13.2 per cent. In 
the 1920 election Harding received 68 
per cent of the total vote in the same 
states and Cox 32 per cent. La Fol- 
lette, it would appear, drew 7.6 per 
cent from the republicans and 6.6 
per cent from the democrats. 

Coolidge had a plurality of 5,619,- 
333 over Davis in the ten states and 
a plurality of 7,826,499 over La Fol- 
lette. The president also had a ma- 
jority of 3,453,874 over the combined 
Davis and La Follette vote in the 10 
states. Pennsylvania gave Coolidge 
a plurality with 992,289 and ae | 
York, the third largest, with 869,- 
202. 

“From official returns now in it 
is shown that Coolidge’s plurality ex-' 
ceeded the. vote for Davis in more! 
than a quarter of the states. La Fol-| 
lette polled a larger vote than Davis| 
in at least five states, including Wis- 
consin. where his plurality over Cool- 
idge reached 142,064. 

Interest in the national election ap- 
parently was not very keen in the 
south. Practically every state in that 
section, excepting Georgia, showed a 
smaller total voie than in the presi- 
dential election of 1920.

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CQUNTY FEE SYSTEM 


Tallahassee, December 6.—County 
officers of Florida, who have here- 
tofore received compensation under 
the fee system, are required under a 
ruling today by the supreme court to 
pay into the county treasury ail net 
receipts above a stipulated amount. 

In making the ruling the supreme 
court awarded a peremptory writ of 
mandamus in the case of the state ex 
rel Rivers Buford, attorney general, 
relator, vs. W. Koger Watkins, as 
clerk of the circuit court of Hills- 
borough county, respondent. This 
case was instituted to enforce the 
provisions of chapter 8497, laws of 


county officers’ fee bill law. 

In February, 1923, 
general obtained from the supreme 
court an alternative writ of manda- 
mus directed to Mr. Watkins, as cir- 
cuit clerk for Hillsborough county, 
to require him to render to the board 
of county commissioners a sworn 
statement showing tn detail the ex- 
penses of his oftice, fees and com- 
missions collected and the gross and 
net income thereof for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1922, under the 
provisions of chapter 8497. The clerk’s 
return challenged the validity of that 
statute. In April, 1923, the supreme 
court rendered an opinion holding the 
statute to be invalid and denied a 
peremptory writ. The attorney gen- 
eral applied for a rehearing which 
was granted. In the opinion rendered 
in April, 1923, three justices held the 
statute to be invalid, while the other 
two justices dissented. In May. 1923, 
a sixth justice was added to the su- 
preme court through legislative enact- 
ment. ‘ 

In the decision rendered today the 
conclusion of three members of the

[GUARDS ARRESTED 


IN LIQUOR THEFT 


Chicago, December 6.—Eight mem- 
bers of the guard supposed to have 
been on a twenty-four hour vigil at 
the army warehouse from which it 
became known yesterday hundreds of 
cases of liquor were stolen, were un- 
der arrest today. The stolen liquor 
was part of a $3,000,000 hoard 
seized by prohibition agents and dep- 
uty United States marshals. 

None of the names of the pris- 
oners were divulged and numerous 
others were expected to be taken in- 
to custody. Deputy Chief Marshal 
Samuel Howard declared the robbery 
was not as extensive as at first re- 
ported. He said between 400 and 500 
cases of liquor were missing. 

Although the theft was discovered 
Monday, it is believed that the re- 
moval may have covered a period of 
some tine. 

The eight guards in custody are 
civilians, it was said at the federal 
building. The United States marshal, 
it was learned, is required to furnish 
civilian guards for the space in the 
warehouse allotted to him. . 

Fifteen steel doors were cut away 
to get to the store and heavy gov- 
ernment padlock and boits were shat- 
tered by the robbers, who are believed 
by federal cfficers to have had in- 
side assistance. 

Deputy marshals maintain a week- 
day busines office day-guard but were 
not on duty nights. The quarter- 
master department of the army, to 
whom the warehouse belongs, was re- 
quired to maintain a 24-hour watch of 
armed soldiers, however. 

Much of the liquor taken was seized 
in frequent federal raids shortly after 
the advent of prohibition. An _ in-

lounging about the soft-drink saloon. 
suddenly produced revoivers and com- 
manded the others to “put up” their 
hands, 

‘The wife of the owner of the sa- 
loon looked on in norror as the shoot- 
ing started. The men opened fire 
when Rice, who also had been loung- 
ing in the place, started for the youtn- 
ful robbers, cautioning them to re- 
frain from carelessness with thelr 
firearms. 

The robbers didn’t speak, but in- 
stead shot Rice through the head. 

As Rice. fell both the wouldwde 
robbers began shooting and Felis 
Sevena, bar tender, was shot down 
He died later in St. Joseph’s ha» 
pital. Rathbone also was hit during 
the fusillade from the holdup men’s 
revolvers as they fled through the 
front doors. 

| Shot Auto Owner. 

_ Outside the saloon thé robbers got 
into the autsmobile of Stanley Poal- 
marzek, Polmarzek and his young 
nephew were in the machine. They 
commanded Polmarzek to drive wewss 
as fast as he could. Polmarzek at- 
tempted to delay the robbers and was 
shot through the shoulder. 

Polmarzek’s nephew was forced to 
take the wheel of the machine after 
the wounded man had been draggea 
out. The boy, thoroughly frigntened. 
did not hesitate and started alonx 
Chapman street. 

Appearance of the car with the two 
young men at the wheel, speeding 
through traffic aroused suspicions of 
citizens and police officers, but none 
was able to take up the chase until 
the machine had made its way out ef 
the city. The robbers were lost for a 
time to both police and sheriffs of- 
ficers, summoned to the soft driah 
saloon. The trail was picked up witi- 
in fifteen minutes, by a telephone call 
to the sheriff's office which announced 
that Camp, the farmer, living eight 
miles west of Sputh Bend, had been 
shot by the two bandits when he re 
sisted them as they sought to steal 
his automobile. 

Dredgers Fight Bandits. 

Taking Camp’s car the robbers then 
fled along the highway near the Camp 
farm, where they encountered tbe 
crew of a ditch dredging outfit. They 
were only two men in the dredger. 
Kauffman and Curry. 

When the robbers attempted to 
compel one of the dredgers to get 
into the automobile with them ana- 
other fight resulted, and cne of the 
desperadoes was struck over the head 
by a sledge hammer by Curry. Cur- 
rv was shor down and Cauffman was 
killed in his. tracks. The blow on 
the head so stunned one of the. rob- 
bers that he was unable to continue 
the fight and his partner fled alone. 

The lone robber than fled afoot 
into the nearby fields and there he 
is now supposed to be surrounded by 
police and sheriff's deputies and 
armed citizens. 

Quick arrival of the officers ana 
others and the fact that in some 
parts the fields amount aimost to a 
morass, led the sheriff to believe 
that the lone highwayman is_ sur- 
rounded and that it is but a que» 
tion of time until he is arrested, 

The robber who was struck down 
with the sledge hammer gave his 
name to police as Raymond L. Mos- 
lev, of ‘Boston. He refused to dis- 
euss the attempted hold-up or the 
shooting of and killing of so many 
men that followed it. 

The battle aroused the entire city. 
Hundreds in automobiles and afoot 
joined in the man hunt and it was 
possible to see almost every sort of 
a weapon in the posse which followed 
the sheriff out of town. 


PEACH GROWERS’ BANK 
BE ORGANIZED DEC. 12 


Macon, Ga., December 6.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The new Georgia Peach Grow- 
ers’ bank, which will open here on the 
first of next year, will not only bring 
financial relief to the growers. but 
strengthen the Georgia Peach Grow- 
ers’ exchange, in the belief of W. C.

Throw Light on History? 

One might expect light, also, 
some disputed points of recent Amer- 
ican political history.

Brvan’s cross-of-gold speech 
in the 1896 convention is often de- 
scribed as the outstanding American 
example of spontaneous oratory, of 
a great and moving speech improvised 
under the pressure of high emotion 
and the call of circumstances. That 
is a legend for which the American 
love for the dramatic is more respons- 
ible than either the facts or any 
claim ever made by Bryan. Bryan 
has neyer denied that that Croas- 
of Gold speech was spontaneous only 
in the sense that the order of its parts 
was rearranged to suit the oceasion. 
Practically every word and sentence 
of the Cross-of-Gold speech had been 
delivered by Bryan scores of times 
within the two years preceding, in 
little eountry schoolhouses up and 
down the Missouri Valley, and was 
as familiar to him as the Lord’s|

Bryan was by no means the mere 
spontaneous response of an audience 
deeply moved by a great speech. 
Bryan had wanted that nominaticn, 
_had planned for it and had not left 
the outcome wholly to his speech. He 
had made arrangements beforehand 
with delegations and leaders. 


It would be most interesting, also. 
if Bryan would tell us just what pass- 
ed between him and Woodrow Wil- 
son when first they met after Wil- 
son had ceased to be president of 
Princeton and had embarked upon his 
political career. Wilson before that 
had written a letter in which he ex- 
pressed the wish that the fortunes of 
the democratic party might be fur- 
'thered by some accident that would 
| _ knock Bryan into a cocked hat.” 
| But within two years thereafter Wil- 
‘son had managed to get Bryan’s bles- 
sing on his candidacy for governor of 
New Jersey and his later candidacy 
for president of the United States. 

In all respects, Bryan’s career has 
ibeen one of the most colorful in 
'American political history. In a sense 
it has heen one of the most success- 
ful—although in anether sense one 
of the least successful. Bryan dom- 
‘inated his party for probably a great- 
er number of years than any other 
man has dominated an American 
/party. Bryan got—or took—the nom- 
ination of his party for the presidency 
three times. That, under the circum- 
stances, is unique. True, Cleveland 
got the nomination of his party three 
times, but Cleveland made a contri- 
bution of suecess to his party twice. 
| Political Leader 25 Years. 
| Bryan was one of three men who 
furnished political leadership to 
| America over a period of nearly 25 
|years. The other two were Roose- 
veit and Wilson. Probably each of 
the three would rebel a little at be- 
‘ing grouped with the others—and, in 
ifact, the grouping has_ justification 
only on the basis that they were con- 
temporary in time. 
| Bryan was born in Salem, IIl., the 
/son of a loca] judge, with a strong re- 
ligious bent, who used to pray for 
divine guidance in his decisions. Hav- 
ing acquired this kind of support for 
‘his decisions, when the higher court 
|later reversed him he never had any 
‘doubt as to whether he or the court 
above him was right. Bryan has in- 
'herited and holds sincerely something 
of this quality. Bryan frequently 
‘turns to prayer for guidance. Wut 
| some cynical person remarked that 
(‘in Bryan's case prayer consists in 
'telling God what he intends to do 
‘and finding to his delight that God 
‘approves of his course. The cynical 
i'may say what they please, but the fact 
‘is this sort of thing leads to invincible 
firmness of conviction and tenacity on 
'a chosen course. If you think that 
God has approved your course, you 
are not apt to pay much attention to 
‘less exalted pcrsons who disapprove 
|it—on the contrary, you are likely to 
think of these others as opponents not 
'only of yourself, but of the Lord. 


| Practiced Law When Young. 
| Bryan's wife, in a book now forgot- 
jten, which she wrote in the middle 
of the nineties, recited ho 7 he, in his 
ischolastiec days, paid most attention 
'to oratory, to prize-winning in the 
‘field of declamation. After he finished 
his schooling, Bryan settled down to 
practice law in his home town. When 
‘he was in his late twenties, a law 
'ease took him west to Nebraska, and 
|he spent a few days with a former 
‘classmate in Lincoln. Lincoln impress- 
ed him as a good place for a rising 
|lawyer, and by the time he was 30, 
Bryan was living and practicing law 
at Lincoln. This part of Nebraska 
/was at that time the center of that 
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discontent which arose from 
scarcity of gald and the 
war deflation of the currency. 
Bryan was promptly in the midst 
of local politics as the exponent of 
the prevailing discontent. He was 
elected to congress twice and had @ 
place on the ways and means come- 
mittee, but achieved no national fame. 
Then he aimed to step higher, to the 
senatorship from Nebraska. He missed 
that and, refraining from going back. 
to law, went to Omaha, where he was 
an editor and correspondent of the 
World-Herald until the convention 
that gave him his spectacular start. 
Bryan went to that convention as 
one of two contesting delegations, the 
gold delegation and the silver delega- 
tion. At the beginning of the con- 
vention, the gold party was in control. 
They seated the gold delegation and 
rejected Bryan's silver - delegation. 
Thus Bryan spent the first few days 
of that 1896 convention. not as a 
member, but as an onlooker. That, 
considering what fate intended to do 
a few days later, was one of the 
most interesting bits of irony in Amer- 
ican history. As soon as the silver 
democrats took control of the ¢on- 
vention, they reviewed the Nebraska 
contest, seated Bryan and gave him 
the opportunity which he brought te 
fruit in his Cross-of-Gold speech. 


Turns to Platform. 


When Bryan met defeat in the 1898 
campaign, he found himself, politically 
and publicly, one of the most econ- 
spicuous figures in American life. Pri- 
vately, however, he was a young man 
without a job and with a growing 
family. He gave no thought of re- 
turning to the practice of law. His 
former place as editor of the Omaha 
“World-Herald” was rather too lim- 
ited both in scope and remuneration. 

Ile had, however, one great asset. 
He was the outstanding orator in 
America, and there was immense de- 
mand for his appearance. Between 
1896 and 1900, Bryan lectured up 
and down the country, wrote a book 
and gave steady thought to the 1900 
nomination. For thatghe had to find 
a new issue. The silver issue on 
which he had fought in 1896 had been 
killed by an increase in the world’s 
gold supply. Bryan found his new 
issue for 1900 in the outcome of the 
Spanish war. He won the demo- 
cratic nomination and fought the 1900 
campaign with anti-imperialism as 
the paramount issue—I think it was 
Bryan who invented this phrase. 

With his defeat in 1900, Bryan re 
sumed his lecturing and founded his 
paper, “The Commoner.” When the 
1904 campaign approached, Bryan 
permitted the nomination to go to 
an eastern democrat. Probably Bry- 
an could have got it for himself; 
but his record of two defeats put 
him in a position where even a man 
of such assurance about the right of 
his own convictions felt called upon 
to defer. When Parker in 1904 was 
more badly beaten even than Bryan 
had been, Bryan felt justified in re 
suming control of the democratic par- 
ty. He took the nomination for him- 
self in 1908, and this time made 
anti-monopoly his paramount issue.

Features in New Bill. 

The bill declares the ether witht | 
the limits of the United States, its’ 
territories and possessions, to be the 
“inalienable possession” of the nation 
and asserts the right of congress to 
regulate its use in interstate and for- 
eign commerce, It gives all necessary 
authority to the secretary of commerce 
but precludes a possible arbitrary and 


unjust exercise of powers by defining | 
them and by providing in proper cases 
for an appeal to the court of appeals | 


of the District of Columbia. 

The bill attempts to correct improp- 
er restraint of competition which is 
designed to keep prices high for radio 
equipment, especially for vacuum 
tubes, Jt is designed to preserve com- 
petition in foreign communications be- 
tween wireless companies and wire and 
cable companies, by prerenting the 
combination of wireless and cable com- 
| panies in foreign commerce. 

The committee in reporting the bill 
felt that some action should be taken 
to limit the use of radio for advertis- 
ing purposes, but owing to the uncer- 
tain state of development along this 
line, no such regulation has been made 
in the bill. 

Radio Advertising. 

“We are unanimous in the opinion 
that much the same rule should apply 
to this form of advertising as applies 
in the case of newspaper advertising,” 
the report states.. 

The bill, while not limiting advertis- 
ing, requires, however, that “all broad- 
easts for which any money or other 
valuable consideration is paid shall be

Buying will be 
done by the purchasing committee on 
quantity basis, which, together with 
the fact that the work of obtaining 
and distributing gifts and goodies will 
be earried on entirely by volunteer 
workers, gives assurance that the most 
possible good will be accomplished by 
every dollar contributed toward 
cause. Mrs. Stone said, 

It is the aim of the movement to 
provide toys and other desired gifts, 
candy, nuts, raisins, fruits and other 
goodies for all of the city’s poor, as 
well as the requts!fte foodstuffs for 
Christmas dinners, so far as the avail- 
able funds will permit.

BE VOTED UPON SOON 


Brunswick. Ga. December 6.— 
(Special.)—J. K. Swift, of Woodbine, 
has been appointed as Camden coun 
ty s representative on the new coustal 
bonding district, composed of the 
counties of Chatham, Bryan, Liberty, 
MeIntosh, Glynn and Camden, which 
was created by the voters of the state 
at the last election and the purpose 
of which is to pass a district bond is- 
sue for the paving of the Dixie high- 
way all of the way from Savannah 
to the Florida line. a distance of ap 
proximately 200 miles.

Road Fund Discussed. 

_ Discussing the road appropriation 
item, the committee report pointed out 
that of the $540,000,000 to be made 
available under federal highway act 
for federal aid to states for highway 
construction, $417,300,000 had been 
appropriated, leaving a balance of 
$122.700,000 to be cared for. The 
S76.000.000 of the SSO.000,000 to be 
available for this purpose next uvear. 
it added, would leave a balance of 
$46,700,000 to be taken up in the fis- 
cal vear 1927. 

The public roads burean, the re- 
port said, estimated expenditures of 
approximately $90.000.000 for the fis- 
cal year 1925, and as “there was an 
unexpended balance of approximately 
$94,000,000 at the beginning of the 
present fiscal year, and assuming that 
expenditures will aggregate &90,000,- 
000 for 1925, there will be a unex- 
pired balance of $4,000,000 to be ap- 
plied to the fiseal vear, 1926." 

This $4,000,000 if is pointed out, 
would be available in adidtion to the 
fotal appropriaticn of $80,000,000 
recommended in the bill. 

Intestifying before the subcommit- 
tee of the appropriation committee, in 
charge of the bill, C. D. Curtiss, as- 
sistant chief of the public road _ bu- 
reau, said that. .the appropriation of 
$60,000,000 would be required 
cover the bureau's estimated expendi- 
tures in carrying out the federal aid 
act in 1926. 

As to the balance of $94,000,000 on 
Juiy 1, 1924, Mr. Curtiss explained 
$90,000,000 would be required to meet 
obligations due to states maturing in 
1925, leaving an estimated balance of 
$4.000,000 on June 30, 1925.

PLAYERS WORE HAIR LONG 
WHEN HAUGHTON YOUNG. 

In 1802 when Perey Haughton 
was seeing his first collegiate game 
at Harvard, little dreaming that 
one day he would represent the 
Crimson on the gridiron and ‘later 
become the directing genius of its 
football! fortunes, the players were 
a fearsome lot. 

In 1889, a Princeton player who 
was to the followers of the 
pastime the same sort of insti- 
tution that Niek Altrock is to the 
baseball fans of today, had com- 
mitted a gurgeous bit of horseplas 
by growing an enormoug crop of 
hair. Playing against Harvard 
spectacularly, his locks were taken 
seriously, as a natural protection. 
No player would appear without 
a mop of hair until 1895, when 
Yale went against Harvard close- 
shorn. Instantly long hair became 
out-of-date. 

Percy Haughton, in his own up 
dergraduate days at Harvard. was 
an crack end and was also a figure 
of note in baseball. At one time he 
was a racquets champion and in 
1916 he became president and part- 
owner of the Boston National 
League club. 

He started coaching at Cornell 
in 1899. 

He was Harvard's football boss 
for nine years and a schedule of 
77 games played during must of 
this period shows 64 victories, 5 
ties and only four defeats.

As a result, some four or five of 
the largest spot firms of this country 
have since established their offices in 
Atlanta. because the wire service and 
broad facilities afforded by such an 
exchange with the large compresses 
and storage warehouses now in At- 
lanta, enabled them to 
husiness to the best advantage. These 
firms concentrate their cotton in At- 
lanta, which means an income for 
compresses and laborers they Lring 
their bank accounts here; their corps 
of employees rent or own homes ncece; 
and thus their expenditures reach into 
every channel of the city’s trade. 

You ask in your editorial, “Why 
Not Atlanta?’ May 
be that such actions as have ov'lr- 
red recently seem to be designed to 
prevent the operation of such an ex- 
change, as is the Atlanta Commervial 
exchange, and yet this exchange las 
always been operated solely and en- 
tirely under the enactments of ‘he 
congress of the United States in tue 
Smith-Lever act, which has been 
nounced constitutional by the supreme 
court of the United States. 

Business cannot be conducted 
where its necessary channels are sub- 
ject to interruption and interference, 
and it would seem therefore, that the 
results accomplished by the Atlania 
(Commercial exchange in its years 
work are to be overthrown. and At- 
lanta is set back years in the stridcs 
which were being made toward the 
goal, to which your editorial refevs. 

Firms May Withdraw. 

Already some of the firms with of-

Marvelwus Marco flourished 
as a big time headliner. He 
was a veteran at the height of his 
yower and the peak of his salary, a 
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man of influence in the booking of- 
fices and of prestige on the circuits, 
when the Miraculous Maximillian 
arose out of nowhere, like a skyrock- 
et, to disturb his peace of mind. 


Maximilian was an upstart who had 
been lucky enough to catch the rising 
tide of salaries at its flood. He had 
something new to effer; the public 
rose furiously to the novelty, and in 
one season he ran his price per week 
up to the point that Marco had achiev- 
ed only after years of struggle. It is 
natural that experience shall bite its 
lip bitterly when youth scores too 
rampant a success; and Marco, bhe- 
sides being human, was one kind of an 
actor. 


HEN there*came the little maiter 


of their names: Maximilian had 


obviously patterned his after Marco’s, 
endeavoring to improve upon the 
title. His ‘‘Miraculous” seemed to 
condescend to Marco’s ‘‘Marvelous” 
in a way that amounted to a profes- 
sional insult. _Marco was perhaps su- 
persensitive on this point, but when 
Maximilian began to announce his tri- 
umphs and his prosperity with flam- 
boyant advertisements in the journals 
of the vaudeville trade, actually exalt- 
ing himself above the Marvelous Mar- 
co in bold face black-and-white, the 
cause tor offense was patent to the 
world. Maximilian was plainly step- 
ping on Marco’s toes, with much delib- 
eration, and the latter had cause to 
declare a feud. 

So before he ever saw the Miracu- 
lous Maximilian, Marco had learned to 
hate that young man and had brewed 
in his spleen—an organ wh.ch is larg- 
er and more active in the theatrical 
anatomy than in any other variety of 
the human species—a burning distaste 
for his name, his works, and his ad- 
mirers. Whenever Maximilian was 
mentioned in Marco’s presence he 
spat out the word ‘‘Miraculous!” as if 
ejecting something nauseous; and no- 
body laughed, because Marco’s anger 
was not to be treated I'ghtly. There 
was nothing unusual, for vaudeville 
folk, in Marco’s attitude; such cordial 
detestations for rivals in the craft are 
a part of the game. . 

It quickly became known, from 
New York to San Francisco and back 
again, in all the theaters, hotels and 
Pulman cars where the big timers and 
small timers met and exchanged the 
gossip of their gypsy life, that old 
Marco was young Max’s chronic foe. 
The hostility was talked about for al- 
most a full season before the rivals 
came face to face. It was many 
months, however, before their trails 
actually crossed, because there was 
no chance of two such headliners ever 
being booked on the same bill. But 
they locked horns finally, as that old 
stage manager knew, and with such 
peculiar results that even Ben, griz- 
zied cynic in the customs and acci- 
dents of “‘this business,’’ was astonish- 
ed and perplexed. 


From a technical point of view the: 


Miraculous Maximilian could hardly 
be called a competitor of the Marvel- 
ous Marco. He was in no sense a fol- 
lower or imitator of Marco’s line of 
work. He belonged to a different cat- 
egory of tricksters. His act was a 
variation of the ‘‘mind reading’’ spe- 
ciality, now so familiar, adroitly con- 
ceived and executed. It was a very 
happy stroke, really a tour de force, 
ot entertainment. Maximilian de- 
served the credit for its invention, but 
he was to be praised for an active 
showman rather than an artist. Mme. 
Miranda, his partner, was the impor- 
tant figure in the act, although Max 
got all the publicity and most of the 
money. 


My memory of Maximilian and his 
Miranda in their twenty minutes of 
miraculousness is vivid, although I 
saw them only once. The great vel- 
vet curtain which is the ultimate sign 
of theatrical dignity—it was an opu- 
lent purple in color, proudly blazoned 
with the initiais M. M.—parted in ma- 
jestic folds to stealthy music from the 
orchestra, revealing a dim, mysterious 


stage of sumptuous black draperies 
patterned with occult symbols in sil- 
ver. There under a library lamp sat 
Maximilian, looking like a dapper bar- 
ber posing as a poet, with a mass of 
damp, frizzy hair and a pale, sweet 
profile, dressed like a well known club 
man after dinner. He was thoughtfuily 
reading a weighty tome from a ma- 
gician’s library, leatherbound and an- 
cient. Presently he intoned a sentence 
or two in this vein: 

“Such was the mystic art of soul- 
speech as practiced by the Chaldean 
Stargazers, the Hindu monastics, Zo- 
roaster, the Persian prophet, and oth- 
er sages of the east. It is known to 
modern students of psychical research 
under the name of telepathy.”’ 

Then he closed the book with a sol- 
emn thump, clapped his hands to- 
gether, and called out sharply 

“Come forth, my soul-mate! Come 
forth, Miranda!”’ 

The draperies at the back of the 
Stage parted and there stood Miranda 


in a lighted niche, as still as a statue. 


in a shrine. Maximilian took her rev- 
erently by the hand and led her down 
to the apron of the stage, where the 
spotlight blazed strongly upon her. 
She was costumed and made up af- 
ter Trilby in Du Maurier’s ilustrations 
—the Trilby of’ the concert Stage, as 
She sang under Svengali’s baton. The 
long period of Trilby’s vogue was not 
yet over and the aud'ence recognized 
the portrait immediately. She was tall 
and slender; her figure had the Du 
Maurier flow of line; and the likeness 
was Striking. There was one varia- 
tion of detail, however: her eyes were 
bandaged. 


1 Maximilian began his talk, 
crisply and with good effect of 
clocution. He was about to give the 
greatest demonstration of telepathy 
the world had ever known. He would 
pass among the audience, and Miran- 
ca would remain there on the stage. 
She was tightly blindfolded, and no 
signals could pass between them. Ie 
would ask the ladies and gentlemen 
in the seats along the aisle or others 
ciose by to give him the titles of their 
favorite songs—to whisper them soft- 
ly in his ear. Immediately Mme. Mi- 
randa, the miracle woman whom you 
see before you, would sing a few lines 
from that song, enough to identify 
if at any rate. Let the song be any 
cne-you please, ladies and gentlemen, 
any ballad, comic number, lullaby, 
dance tune, national anthem or opera 
aria, in English, French, Gernfan or 
Italian. If Mme. Miranda cannot sing 
the exact words she will certainly vo- 
calize the tune, within a few seconds 
after the wish is expressed. Kindly 
confirm the fulfillment of vour re- 
quest, by nodding your head. And 
now then, to begin! 


After this brisk rigamarole he scam- 
pered down the little flight of steps 
that had been placed over the orches- 
tra pit and began to consult the musi- 
cal wishes of the customers. He 
worked rapidly, bobbing his shaggy 
head down close to the aisle seaters 
on this and that, calling back to Mi- 
randa, ‘‘Please sing this lady’s song”’ 
—‘‘And this gentleman’s, now’’— 
“Will you oblige this young man, Mi- 
randa?-’——and so forth. 

Miranda, standing absolutely mo- 
tionless, without ever a gesture, rigid 
as an artist’s model, would respond at 
once, in a lovely light soprano, giving 
the most familiar lines from the songs 
that had apparently been asked for. 
Her singing alone made the act worth 
while, There was great charm in her 
spontaneous, birdlike carolings, with 
absolute certainty of pitcl# and deft 
transitions from one key to another. 

The person who had asked for the 
song would confirm her accuracy by 
‘nodding, there would be a spatter 
of applause, and then  Maxi- 
milian ‘would toss her another 
request. ane. act... went... ‘like 
like clockwork, and Miranda never 
seemed to make a mistake. She ap- 
parently had the repertory and the 
infallibility of a phonograph.  Al- 


though most of the forty odd requests 
collected by Maximilian as he passed 
up on aisle and down the other were 
for well known popular songs, occa- 
sionally some one with a musical edu- 
cation would ask for a cryptic selec- 
tion from the realm of lofty song, 
and would get his wish, to great ap- 
plause. 

Code work, of course, 1 thought, as 
I confided to Maximilian that I would 
like the Norwegian national air, and 
heard it break from Miranda’s lips. 
When he speaks to her, the phrasing 
that he uses gives her the key to the 
title. But 1 marveled at the subtlety 
of the system of signals and the pro- 
digious musical memory of the per- 
tormers, particularly that of the 
woman. 

‘The first time that Marco ever 
caught their act,’’ observed the Mar- 
velous One’s Boswell, ‘“‘was right in 
this here theater. He had played our 
house the week before and had an 
open week ahead of him, so he stayed 
in town. Max followed him in to lead 
the new bill. So this is where it hap- 
pened.”’ 

Marco, according to the stage 
manager’s rambling narrative, had at 
first refused to pay Maximilian the 
compliment of attending his perform- 
ance. He remained away from the 
theater for several days, and then, re- 
penting’ of his sulkiness, changed his 
mind and asked for a pass to the 
matinee. Maximilian and Miranda 
had hardly returned to the'r dressing 
rooms that afternoon, after taking 
their numerous curtain calls, before 
Marco was back stage and at the stage 
manager’s elbow, looking, the latter 
testified, like bad news. 

“Where does that woman dress?” 
he demanded. 

“You mean Miranda?

Donald MacMillan in the Arctic 


By Donald B. MacMillan 


Sommander of the Bowdoin Expedition and Special

HE white man’s conception of 

the “long, dreaded Arctic 

night” is almost a joke with 

the native. The long night 

of the Arctic is as natural to 

the short night of~our own 

land. There is no weeping on the 

shore, as expressed in a popular book 

of Arctic travel, when the sun dis- 

appears in the fall. Winter is at 

hand with its clear snappy cold days, 

its frozen fiords and harbors, its glori- 

ous moonlight nights, its glittering 

stretches leading to fathers, mothers, 

brothers, sisters and sweethearts in 

snug little villages at the base of tow- 
ering black cliffs. 

The winter is one long delightful 
holiday, a rest from the active. hunt- 
ing days of spring and summer, a time 
of visiting and feasting. The best and 
most successful hunter is the best and 
most congenial host for 
bench in the igloo and his meat rack 
outside are red with the frozen hind 
legs of polar bears, the flippers of the 
giant walrus, and the sausage-like 
bodies of the little ringed seal. A 
merry company, since all eat heartily 
with no thought of the morrow, which 
will easily take care of itself. If food 
is wanting in this village there is 
plenty in the next. 

But not always are hopes of a full 
belly realized. The Eskimos have-de- 
pended too much upon each other 
with the result that many a January 
and February finds the larder de- 
pleted and finally, with the arrival of 
hungry visitors, totally empty. The 
igloos are abandoned; a stone slab 1s 
placed against the door; sledges are 
loaded with sleeping skins and canip- 
ing equipment, and with the cracking 
of long rawhide whips these children 
of the north are away in temperatures 
of 50 and 60 below zero for Peteravik, 
the winter rendezvous of the walrus. 

With the coming of sledges snow 
houses go up as if by magic. The 
stillness of the big’ hills gives way to 
the laughter of children; the barren,

Truly these are iron men who can 
sleep in the open without even sleep- 
ing bags in the early dawn of the 
Arctic day. 

Up and on with but a bit of frozen 
meat for sustenance; for mother and 
the little ones far inshore must be 
fed. 

At last a break in the glassy sur- 
face, the appearance of a huge black 
head with glistening white tusks, a jet 
of steam and the deep gutteral note! 
This one black spot is soon iost 
amidst a host of others. The herd 
has arrived from one of its northern 
feeding grounds. 

With whispered ejaculations of 
‘“‘Ta-koo!”’ and ‘“‘Kow I-o!” the Eski- 
mos hurriedly arrange their hunting 
equipment and squat low at the edge 
of the ice. With both hands to their 
mouths to magnify and direct the 
sound they emit, that peculiar grunt- 
ing note, the mating call of the wal- 
rus. The animals rise head and shoul- 
ders out of water. A plunge and a 
swirl of white water indicate that they 
are coming toward us rapidly. 

The natives continue to emit the 
sound, knowing that it-can be heard 
distinctly beneath the water. That 
they are tremendously excited is evi-

dent from every word. They are now 
as fixed as statues, left foot advanced, 
weight back upon the right leg, up- 
raised arm with hand gripping the 
harpoon, and eyes intent upon the 
water. 

A bursting of the glassy surface fol- 
lowed by a deep exhalation of air, and 
then the great ugly face and flashing 
white tusks! Scarcely has the water 
left the head when a harpoon whizzes 
through the air, strikes, quivers and 
disappears in a mighty swirl with the 
rawhide line fairly buzzing over the 
edge of the ice. The others hasten 
to the assistance of the successful 
harpooner with loud cries. 

When harpooning from the ice a 
good sized loop is always made in the 
end of the line. Through this loop 
the native now drives his heavy toqu2 
deep into the ice. The toque is a 
heavy wooden handle six feet long 
and two inches thick, tipped with 
iron. Not knowing just where the 
walrus may be harpooned this instru- 
ment serves as a quick fastener for 
the end of the line. 

With a twang the line comes tight. 
It didn’t seem possible that any line 
of that size could ever withstand the 
strain imposed by that plunging two 
thousand pounds of red meat. Ths 
secret of its strength lies in its elas- 
ticity, which does not permit of sud- 
den additional strain. 

One Eskimo stands upon the 


loop 
to keep its point of bearing well down 
upon the point of the toque, which is 
held by a second Eskimo well back 


from the vertical. One man can and 
often has done both, playing a giant 
walrus for an hour or more until the 


' animal is too exhausted to resist. 


Under such conditions of attack 
naturally the animal remains beneath 
the surface until all air in the lungs 
is exhausted, when it emerges, breath- 
ing deep from .its exertions. It dives 
almost instantly, tugging violently at 
the line. More frequently now the 


exhausted animal reappears, eyes red 
with pain and anger and uttering that 
indescribabie throaty bark of defiance. 

Taking advantage of every oppor- 
tunity, the native shorten up on the 
line, the walrus becoming less resistant

Nothing has been 
seen of him since that night six 
months ago when he disappeared from 
the Tashi Lamasery under such dra 


matic circumstances. 

Not only Thibet but the whole 
Orient is stirred by the mystery of 
Lama’s dropping from human sight 
and by thoughts of the wonderful 
events it is believed to foreshadow. 
His thousands of faithful followers 
have no doubt of his eventual return, 
but when that will occur they cannot 
Say: : 

They believe, however, that when 
the Lama does emerge from his re- 
tirement and takes his place again in 
the Lamasery they will not have long 
to wait for the advent of the ‘‘King 
of the World,”’ that all-powerful ruler 
to whose coming the believers in 
Buddhism_and other Oriental religions 
have for centuries looked forward. 

The night of the Tashi Lama’s dis- 
appearance he gathered his leading 
disciples about him at the supper ta- 
ble. As they broke bread together he 
surprised them with the announce- 
ment that he was about to retire from 
the world. It was necessary, he said, 
for him to cut himself entirely off 
from human intercourse in order to- 
work out a ‘“‘Great Message’’ for the 
uplifting of humanity. 

“But, Master,’’ his disciples pressed 
him, ‘“‘where will you go? How long 
will you be absent from us?”

I heard of those events in Thibet and 
1 was also asked to bring tidings of 
them to the western world. 

“The east is the cradle of all our 
religious sentiment and spiritual aspi- 
ration. It has devoted itself to meta-

physics while the Occident concen- 
trated on physics. Our physical evo- 
lution brought us to the world war, 
and it is only the metaphysical initia- 
tive of the east that can save us from 
an ultimate catastrophe.” 

The vanished Tashi Lama, accord- 
Ing to Professor Roerich, is far and 
away the greatest of Thibet’s religious 
teachers and leaders. Besides being a 
profound scholar and a master of the 
intricafe mysteries of Buddhism, he is 
a man of wonderfully magnetic per- 
sonality. Within the last ten years he 
has gathered such a following that the 
lamasery is no longer large 
enough to hold all his disciples. 

His followers impute to him 
Strange, supernatural powers. Thou- 
sands make long pilgrimages to receive 
the touch of his hand and to have, as 
they believe, their physical ills in- 
Sfantly relieved.’ He is thought to be 
able to overcome the force of gravita- 
tion by his will power and to do many 
other things which science declares 
impossible.

Professor Roerich visited in Thibet 
the ruins of an old temple where Lao- 
Tse studied astrology, and he herd of 
another Lamasery where the actual 
handwriting of Christ is said to be per- 
served. There are numerous temples 
in the mountains where Buddha lived 
and taught while alive. Thibet is a 
land teeming with ancient mysteries 
and this is why the followers of the 
Tashi Lama think it so well fitted to 
be the first to welcome the expected 
“King of the World.” 


FRUNHAT Thiket is a land that pro- 
duces a quite unique mental state 
is a fact that has been noted by many 
psychologists. Professor von Schroe- 
der, who spent several years studying 
occult science in various Thibetan 
Lamaseries and temples, says: 

“An average altitude of some 15, 
000 feet above sea level, as is the case 
with this roof of the world, has nat- 
urally a great bearing upon man’s 
psychic tunctions. The unusually low

With their pointed knives they clip 
an eye in the surface of the ice and 
cut two holes in the thick skin of the 
neck of the walrus.
